Curtis* mother was a quarter blood 
Kaw Indian, the real French,.and hla 
father was a captain in tbe Fifteenth 
Kansas cavalry. Tbe mother died 
when her son was n hoy, aud theu 
young Curtis went to live with hl9 
grandfather and grandmother In North 
Topekn. making a living by selling pa¬ 
per* and fruit at the railway station 
nnd riding- race horses lu the summer 
months. His fattier died some years 
later. 

In his last year at school young Car 
i tis drove a hack most of the time. 
When he was not driving ha was alt 
ting on" the box reading a book. He 
waa aixteen years old when he quit 
racing for good and entered a law of¬ 
fice. Two months later be was trying 
cases In justices’ courts, and In two 
years he waa admitted to the bar. 
Then, la 18*14. he waa sent ns a dele¬ 
gate to a political convention, and bis 
political career was heguu. 

When twenty-four he held hi* first 
office, prusecutlug attorney ef Shaw¬ 
nee county. In 1800. ten years after 
bis admission to the bar. he was a 
candidate for congress and lost. Two 
years later be tried again and won. It 
In said he shook hands with 50.000 men 
lu that campaign nnd remembers to 
tbia day the name of each. He bat 
served fourteen years In the lower 

“Yea. I know most of my oonsUtu 
enta,” Curtis has said, “and I have al¬ 
ways made It a point to do so. One 
day 1 was in tbe borne town of a state 
senator In the Fourth district, and he 
took me around to Introduce me to 
some of the men in the town, if s a 
fact that he'd forgotten the names of 
some of the men bc\| lived near for 
twenty years, and I had to tell him 
who they ware, lie enjoyed If. nud so 
did bis friend* When I meet a man 
I pat him and some particular Instance 
together.*' The next time I lay eyes on 
him I can call Ills name and tell tbe 
circumstances of tbe meet lug. I don’t 
forget face# or uames.”
